Mr. Baughman declared Tuesday 
that he intended to devote his time 
to “just walking around” after the 
theatre changes hands.

central Ohio. Mr. Baughman post­ 
ed bills for the first show held 
in the Grand Opera House in No­ 
vember, 1889.

He was engaged in vari­ 
ous work about the Grand theatre 
until 1911 when he leased the house 
for five years, buying it in 1915.

DIES AFTER LONG IL L N E S S 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 26— 
(UP) — Insisting that Governor 
A. B. Chandler’s current illness is 
the result of an attem pt to poison 
him, Major Joseph Burman, head 
of the state bureau of identifica­ 
tion, said today th at it was the 
third such attem pt against the 
governor's life. 
One other such attem pt was 
made at a roadside stand near Co­ 
vington, and a second at Harlan, 
Maj. Burman said. 
The governor 
became ill last Friday in a Louis­ 
ville hotel and Dr. J. W. Bryan, 
hotel physician, said he thought 
poison had been put in Chandler’s 
drinking water. 
Louisville police 
said they found no basis for this 
assertion. 
The governor was stricken by 
a stomach ailm ent early Friday 
after he had completed a radio 
broadcast from his suite in a 
Louisville hotel. 
The illness had 
been diagnosed as indigestion. Last 
night, Dr. Bryan, resident physi­ 
cian of the hotel, where Chandler 
m aintains his headquarters, 
re­ 
ported in a notarized statem ent 
that the governor had been poison­ 
ed by w ater he had drunk during 
the broadcast. 
Kind Not Known 
“The governor is a victim of 
poisoned w ater,” he said. 
“I do 
not know what kind of poison it 
was, but a quantity would have 
caused death. 
I presume it was 
administered by an outside party. ’ 
When informed of the police an­ 
nouncement that the case would 
be dropped, Bryan insisted that he 
had 
facts 
to 
substantiate 
his 
charge. 
Maj. Burman, who has charge of 
Chandler’s 
bodyguard, 
disagreed 
with the Louisville police depart­ 
m ent’s finding and announced th at 
the state highway patrol would 
make a thorough investigation of 
the case.

Chandler in his campaign for the

Seek* Not Determined 
But the Nichi Nichi dispatch 
gave details of what, if they were 
correctly reported, was a fight on 
a bigger scale. 
The dispatch said that 300 Rus­ 
sians crossed the Ussuri river in 
four gunboats, seized the town of 
Yo&lintze on the Manchukuan side 
and burned houses. 
Manchukuan border guards fired 
on the Russians and there was 
severe fighting until the Russians 
retreated after five hours, it was 
said. 
Neither dispatch mentioned cas­ 
ualties. 
The scene of both of the reported 
clashes was in northeastern Man­ 
chukuo, in the vicinity of Hun- 
chun. 
Ntchi Nichi reported from the 
border that Japanese-Manchukuan 
messengers who went into the dis­ 
puted zone to negotiate had re­

duced. but D. R Dodd, agronomist, 
at Ohio State university, cha lien 
ges this belief 
An experiment at the Wooster 


Experiment Station compared the 
total digestible nutrients produced 
by two crop rotations. The 
first 


rotation w as 
corn, 
oats, 
corn, 


wheat, and hay. The second 
was 


corn, oats, alfalfa, alfalfa, alfalfa, 
so one year of corn and one of 
wheat had been replaced with a 
crop of alfalfa. 
The first rotation, which includ­ 
ed two corn crops, produced 12,902 
pounds of total digestible 
nutri­ 
ents. The other rotation, wdth its 
three alfalfa crops, produced 10,- 
435 pounds of total digestible nu­ 
trients. When reduced to term s of 
bushels of com, called a feed unit, 
the first rotation yielded 284 units 
and the second 366 units 


Hay, Pasture Needed 
The rotation with the three al­ 
falfa crops 
produced 
the 
most 


feed by the equivalent of 82 bush­ 
els of corn during the five years. 
Mr. Dodd quotes experts in animal 
feeding aa saying that both the net 
farm income and the health of 
livestock on farm s would be im­ 
proved by feeding less grain and 
more hay and pasture. 
If crop rotations with increased 


amounts of grasses and 
legumes 


had no other merit than to pro­ 
duce more feed which kept live­ 
stock in better condition, it would 
appear to be a wise policy to in­ 
crease hay and .pasture acreages.

Rescue workers using a dozen 
boats removed 200 persons from 
the isolated com m unity of Bend, 
20 m iles southw est of San Saba, 
late last 
night. 
County Judge 
J. C. Abney, who headed the relief 
party, said apparently there had 
been no casualties although 
the 
entire town w as under w ater. 
Six of the refugees were report­ 
ed seriously ill. 
State H ighw ay 
Patrolm en C. G. H icks and L. E. 
W ilson, bringing a new supply of 
typhoid 
serum 
from 
the 
state 
health departm ent, were expect­ 
ed to arrive today. 
Roads Covered 
H ighw ays leading into San Saba 
from all directions were inundat­ 
ed. 
The patrolm en 
planned 
to 
leave their m otorcycles and a t­ 
tem pt to swim across back w aters 
of the San Saba river. 
The central 
part of town is on high ground 
and apparently is in no danger of 
being flooded. 
A graphic description of the sit­ 
uation 
at Bend cam e from Bill 
Sargent, who with his w ife operat­ 
es the telephone exchange there. 
A fter the flood w aters crept into 
the exchange room Sargent clim b­ 
ed to the top of a telephone pole, 
tapped a line and described condi­ 
tions in the town. 
“Many houses have been sw ept 
aw ay,” he 
said. 
“It is im poss­ 
ible to tell w hether the people liv­ 
ing in them escaped or w ere car­ 
ried aw ay in them . 
So far as I 
know there have been no drown­ 
ings.” 
S argent’s m essages were weak. 
A telephone operator in San Saba 
had to repeat each word after he 
said it. 
“The bridge 
gave 
w ay 
and 
plunged into the w ater,” Sargent 
said. 
“The w ater is several feet deep 
in hom es and buildings. 
A lot of 
livestock has been lost. 
People 
are losing everything they own. 
I suppose though they are ask ­ 
ing only to 
get out with their 
lives.” 
Bend 
is divided into two sec­ 
tion* by the Colorado river. Sar­ 
gent w as on the side to which 
there w as an open highw ay. 
He 
and his w ife were in no im m ediate 
danger.

W A SH IN G T O N — Confidential surveys 


by Administration experts show that 
the abrupt rise of the stock market is 
somewhat faster than justified by reports 
of business upturn, though not to such 
extent as to cause alarm. 
The number of men returning to work, 
and the increased output of factories are 
greater than was expected, and justify a 
low, steady market upturn. 
The 
market, 
however, 
has jumped 
ahead of the actual condition of business, 
and speculators are discounting Hie re­ 
covery expected in the future. 
This illustrates what always happens 
with the stock market. 
It is always a 
month or two ahead of actual business 
developments. 
Thus, 
even 
before 
Hie 
1 business recession had set in, the stock 
' market had taken a calamitous drop. 
And 
now, before actual recovery has set in, 
the market has taken a slidden rise. 
Last autumn the drop of the stock 
market contributed to the recession, and 
now the rise of the market is contributing 
to recovery. 
It is a psychological factor. 
The big mail-order houses have re­ 
ported to government officials that in re­ 
cent years this stock market influence has 
affected their business as it never did ten 
or fifteen years ago. 
Reason is that the 
I radio carries news of stock market trading 
to almost every home in the nation. 
Ten years ago nobody outside a few 
| big cities knew what the stock market had 
! done that day, and nobody cared. 
Stock 
market slumps had to be really bad before 
they affected the life of the nation. 
It 
took days, or even weeks, for stock market 
news to trickle into smaller towns.. 
Now, however, it is a different matter. 
When there is panic selling on the New 
York exchange, the news is broadcast via 
every radio in the land, and Hie nation 
knows it that night. 
It has an instantane­ 
ous and tremendous psychological effect. 
The reverse is true when the market 
has a big day. 
Neither may reflect the actual business 
condition of the country. 
But because 
everyone is influenced by the stock mar­ 
ket, eventually the market reports create 
better or worse business.

ROOSEVELT’S AMBITION

practical blindness. 
It is the same 
in Oriental "ophthalm ia”. While it 
has long - bean known that tra ­ 
choma is contagious, the exact 
germ which causes it has eluded 
the bacteriologist's search. 
According to the paper by Drs. 
Thrygeson of New York and Rich­ 
ards of Albuquerque before the sec­ 
tion on diseases of the eye, a filter­ 
able virus is responsible and they 
have been able to trace and Identi­ 
fy it to a considerable extent. Thus 
trachoma belongs with the com­ 
mon cold, infantile paralysis anc 
smallpox, so far as the nature ol 
the causative agent is concerned.

TODAY’S GARDEN-GRAPH 
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TO PROTECT 
your favorite 
flowers against the attacks of the 
Asiatic beetle, a night watchman 
ts needed in the garden for this 
pest does its feeding after dark. 
The midnight suppers of this beetle 
do damage to the foliage of as­ 
ters, as 
well 
as 
other annuals 
perennials or grass roots. 
The Asiatic beetle can be ‘‘hand 
picked” at night where it is feed­ 
ing on a leaf with the aid of a 
flashlight as shown in the Garden- 
Graph. The beetle is about three- 
eights of an inch long. 
In color 
it varies from a tan to a chestnut 
brown. 
During the daytime these 
beetles 
hide 
away in 
the 
soil 
usually at the base of plants. 
Another method of fighting these 
beetles is to treat the soil about 
the plants that are being eaten by 
them with lead arsenate or the 
plants themselves can be sprayed 
with lead arsenate.
